staining. 
Spurr, UT president for 
three years, said The Daily 
Texan controversy lowered 
his popularity among his 
administrators.

of the regents to convert The 


Daily 
Texan 
into 
an 
auxiliary enterprise of the 
university,” he said Thur­ 
sday. 
“ I made up my own mind 
when I came here to listen to 
the faculty, the students and

which

believed to be morally and 
ethically correct. 
“ I also accepted the fact 
that I would go along with 
the ultimate decisions of the 
Board of Regents.” 
Spurr 
has
